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REMARKABLE HISTORY or tux CHEVALIER BAYARD. 





} HE chevalier Bayard was born 
in Dauphine ; a foldier of fortune ; 
of whom ’twas faid, that in affault, 
he refembled a wild bull, in defence 
a boar, and in flight, the wolf.— 
His warlike acts are thus neceflarily 
not to be enlarged npon. His cou- 
rage had no other aim but the glory 
of God, the fervice of his prince, 
and the honour of his profetlon : 
of which we have anample teftimo- 
ny ina fhort elegy, which his fe- 
¢retary made upon him, faying, 
“That after two-and-thirty years 
fervice, he died almoft as poor as he 
was born.” He had the piety of 
a true foldier’: for every morning he 
prayed moft devoutly, and would 
not permit any man to enter into his 
chamber during the time of his de- 
votions ; he was fo obedient to thofe 
who commanded im the army, that 
he never refufed any commitlion im- 
pofed upon him. Even in the lait 
eharge enjoimed him by the admiral 
Bonnivet, which was moit dange- 
rous, and apparently impoffible, yet 
he went onward, facrificing his life 
to the command of his prince, that 
he might not digrefs from his ordi- 
nary cuftom. He was a lion in 
arms, and with a choice band of 
men, felected by him, and trained to 

his profeffion, he wrought fuch ad- 

mirable effects, that there Was nota 
battle won, of which he was not 
ever the principal caufe. Never 
Was any man more terrible to an 
enemy inthe confli& ; but out of it, 
it was faid, he was one of the molt 
affable and courteous men upon 
earth. He was {0 ill a flatterer of 
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great men, that to gain a kingdom 
he would not be drawn to {peak 
igainit his fentiments. His prac- 
site was to honor the virtuous, to 
{peak little of the vicious, lefs of 
his own merit ; never to {wear ; to 
do favors to all who required ; 
to give feeret alms accordiug to his 
ability ; fo that it is written, that, 
befides his other acts of piety, he 
procured hufbands for at the leat 2 
hundred young women in narrow 
circumitances. 

As for his carriage in war, he as* 
little valued money as the dirt of 
the earth, and defired it only for 
the pleafure of giving. Witnefs 
an act of great liberality which is re- 
uted ofhim: He happened to take 
a Spanifh treafurer, who carried with 
him fifteen thoufand ducats: one of 
his captains, named Tardieu, {wore 
that he would have part of the 
booty, becaufe he was in the expe- 
dition. But Bayard, fmiling, faid 


to him, “It is true, you ‘were in 


the enterprize, but are not to fhare 
in the booty ; for you are under 
my charge.’? This rendered him 
ouly more violent, and he went to 

complain to the gemeral, who have 
ing well confiderd the but inefs, ad- 
ju iged it wholly to Bayard. He 
cauied his ducats to be carried to 
a place of fafety, and command- 
ed them to be fpread on a table, ia 
the prefence of all his people: Com- 
panions, cries he, what think you 2 
Do you not here behold a noble 
prize ?”’ Poor Tardieu looked on this 
money with a jealous eye, and faid, 
‘© If he had the half of it, he would 
all his life be an honeft man”

‘¢ Doth that depend on this? faith 
that brave fpirit : “* Hold, I wilfing- 
ly give that, which you by force 
could never obiain;’”’ and fo caufed 
at the fame initant feven thoufand 
five hundred oe to be told out 
to him. The other, who in the 
beginning thought it was but a mere 
mock ery when he faw B: yard feri- 
ous, and hizafelf in poticthon of 
what-he defired, cuit himfelf on lus 
knees at the feet of Bayard wit! 
tears of joy, and cried red ** Alas, 
my mafter, my friend ! how ihall I 
ever be able to acknowledge the 
benefit, which I at thistime receive 
at your hands:” “ Hold your peace 
(faid on incomparable man) x I 
had power Iwo valid do much more 2” 
and thereupon cauling ali the il- 
diers of the garmfon to "he called, he 
diftributed the reft among them, 
keeping nothmg for himfelf. 
Upon another occation, when he 
affed through a country: which he 
had won by conqueit, he paid his 
expences. 


And one faying, “* Sir, This 
moncy 1s loft ; for at your depar- 


ture from™hence, the troops that 
come after us will fet this place on 
fire.’ he anfwered, ** Sirs, I do what 
1 ought. God hath not fent me 
into this world to live by rapine 
but to gam heaven by mercy.’’ 


Pur! ting this courfeat the taking 


of Breffia, a my of Italy, being fet 
in the head of the forlorn hope, he 
frit e ntered and pai Ted the rampart, 
where he was greviou. ly hurt in the 
thigh 1 = h the thruit of a_ pike, fo 
jitucx im the wound: 
he, nothing terrified, faid to his 
Captain. ** I am ilain ; but it is no 
matter, lét your men march con- 
fidently, the town is ours”. Here. 
upen two foldicrs bare him: out 
of the throng, and fecing the wouad 
itreaming with blood, they pulled 
of their’ ihirts, and tore them to 
bind up his thigh: then, in the firl 
houls they hit upon, they took a lit-

tle door off the hinges, amd laid 
their poor captain upon it, to bear 
him the more eafily off From 


thence they went directly to a great 
houfe, which they fuppofed to be 
more convenient for his accom: 

It belonged to a gentle- 
man, who was rétired into a monaf- 
tery to avoid the fury of foldiers: 
the fackage of the city being fo 
dreagful, “that there were reckoned, 
as Wellof Venetians who defended 
it, as burgefles to the number of 
twenty thoufand flain.

Only 
keep them in your chamber, and let 
them not be feen: fend for your 
hufband, and aifure yourfelf you 
have a gueit, who will treat you with 
honer. ” ‘The lady, much com- 
torted to hear him fpeak in that 
manner, obeyed, and exiployed all 
her care to give him alfo enterta! n- 
ment. She | prefently erceived flic 
had Nae a gentleman, a as fhe 
faw the Duke of Namures, the brave 
Gatton de Foix, gene ‘al of the army, 
daily to vilit him, and that, 
in acity of co 55 it, thefe generous 
mia paid for every thing 
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had tai The good heftefs wait- 
ed on him as on an angel from hea- 
ven, fuch was his honour and vir- 
tue. When his wounds were cured, 
and he was obliged to depart, to be 
prefcat at the battle of Ravenna, 
where his general] pailionately defired 
him, thelady who accounted her-

ten an example to his mafter, and a 
proper object of his love, honor, 
imitation and good faith. But a 
cat Itake to be (with very rare 
exceptions indeed) both a traitor 
anda fycophant. She is wonto you 
ouly by fawnings, and if you pu- 
nifh her on ever £0 juft a caufe,' the 
either ftrikes immediately, or owes 
you a grudge, the unexecuted ma- 
lice of which the can hold till an op- 
portunity of vengeance occurs. 
Even when you imagine you have 
gained her affections, the will defert 
you, like a faithlefs lover, and elope 
from your arms. 

P erhaps, you may not think this 
the proper moment to introduce an 
anecdote of one of thefe iniidious 
creatures, You may fufpet me of 
imitating the grimalkin difpofition 
by fi ting down in malice. Were I 
about to become an accufer, it might 
be fo: but what I have now to men- 
tion exhibits no charge, though it 
will report an unlucky event. 

In this very town of Cleves, which 
with its environs will detain us fome 
time longer, I was refiding with a 
Pruflian family during the time of 
the fair; which I fhall pafs over, 
having nothing remarkable to 
diftinguifh it from other annual

That is a jewel.—Bravo, 
bravo, my little man. 

All that he was ordered or re 
minded of did he do to admiration. 
Hiis head and foot beat time—hu- 
mored the variation both cf tone 
and movement, and ‘* the found 
was a juit echo to the fenfe,” ac- 
cording to the firicte:t laws of po- 
etical, and (asit ought to be) of 
mutical compoefition—bravo ! bra 
vo! re-echoed from all parts of the 
dining-rcom,— Uhe mulicians {wore 
the canary was a greater mi alter of 
muflic than any of their band. 

And do you not thew your fenfe 
of this civility, fir, cries the bird- 
catcher, with an angry air. The 
canary bowed moft reipectfully, to 
the great delight of the conipany. 
His next atchicvements was going 
through martial exercife witha itraw 
gun: after which, my poor bijou, 
jayshis owner, thou hatt had hard 
work, and muft be a little weary :

‘Lhe activity, glee, fpirit, and ac- 
curacy with which this lat order 
was beyed, wound up the applaule, 
(in wh ich all the mutficians joined, 
as well with their inftruments as 
their clappings) to the higheit pitch 
of admiration. Bijou himdelf, icem- 
ed to feel the facred thirft of fame, 
and fhock his little plumes, and ca- 
rolled an fo pean that founded like 
the confcicus notes of victory. 

Thou hai done ali my biddings 
bravely, laid the mafier carefiing his

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feathered fervaxt; now then, take 
a nap, while I take thy place. 
Hereupon the canary went mto a 
counterfeit flumber, fo Tike the

The 
firte of thefe lay chiefly m balan- 
cing with a tobacco pipe, while he 
fmoaked with another, and feveral 
of the pofitions were fo diflicult to 
be preferved, yet maintained with 
fuch dexterity, that the general at- 
tention’ was fixed upon him. But 
while he was thus exhibiting, a 
huge black cat, who had been no 
doubt on the watch, from fome un- 
obierved corner iprung upon the ta- 
ble, feized the poor canary in its 
mouth, and rufhed out of the win- 
dow in defpite of oppefition. Tho’

Accuried be the hour I entered 
thts houfe 1 and more accurfed the 
deteftable moniter that killed thee f 
Accurfed be my/e/f, tor I contribu- 
ted: I ought not to have taken 
away my eyes when thine were clo-. 
fed in frolic. O bijou, my dearett, 
only bijou, would I were dead alfo! 
As near as the fpirit of his difors 
dered mind can be trasfufed, fuch 
was the language and fentiment of 
the forlorn bird-catcher ; whofe def- 
pairing motion and frantic air no 
words can paint. He took from his 
pocket a kittle green bag of faded 
velvet, and taking out of it fome 
wool and cotton, that were the 
wrapping of whiltles, bird-calls, and 
other initruments of his trade, (all 
of which he threw on the table, ‘as 
in fcorn,’) and making a couch

I {uppofe it to be very 
common; yet you are the firft I 
know of, who has publickly taken 
notice of it, But whatI am go- 
ing to tell you, is infinitely more 
furpriting. I have felt, as it were 
in dreams, a double mdentity. 
As thus, I have dreamed I was 
converfing with another, and at 
the fame time was very inqguifi- 
tive and defirous to know the fub- 
ject of the converfation, which 
feemed to be carefully kept from 
me.

With all my partiality for it, I 
freely acknowledge, that its benefits 
go not appear very evident, but at 
particular feafo Ons, and during times 
of ftagnation. When buline(s is 
brik, one is tempted to overlook 
he advantages. But he muit bea 
moft incorrigible fceptic, that can 
doubt its bletlings, when moncy is 
f¢arce, when “trade is dull, when. 
benks curtatl difcounts, &c. 

In the frit place, during the win- 


‘ter and fummcr months, when bu- 


jinefs is atva itand, and nothing do- 
ing, what refource can a man have, 
wiio has -not over-traded, to keep 
himielf employed? None. He is 
devoured by vapours, by ennui, by 
ludedineis. ‘Time hangs on his 


Jnands a heavy burden. 


But mark the contraft. The man 
who has run himtelf comfortably in 


“debt. ‘to the amount of 15, 20, or 


30,000 dollars, has not an unem- 
ployed vacant hour, day or night. 
«xs toon as he rifes in the mornin 
hehas to exereife himfelf in walking 
over the city to borrow a few dol- 
lars here and there—What a charm- 
ing Opportunity it gives.a man to 
fee his acgu aintance ! How accepta- 
ble muit his viiits be, which are cer. 
tain title-pages toa begaarly requett 
for money! What a touchitone he 
is to prove the fincerity ot his friends! 
When he lies down at night, flum- 
ber tlies from his pillow, and his 
whole attention is turned to devife 
fifcal arrangements for the following 
day. 

As times grow worfe, thefe com- 
forts increaie. You have the plea- 
fure fometimes of borrowing daily, 
to “pay the fuccecding morning or 











itis, to behold you or your clerk, 

ine aking to the bank, after the di- 
rectors have e gone away, to antici- 
pate, by a few hours, the know- 
ledge of their decilion upon the 
notes you have offered! What a 
mournful countenance you exhibit 
when your notes are returned to you, 

hanging out of your book, with the 
mark of the beaft on them! How 
you puff and blow running about 
trom {treet to ftreet, to borrow mo- 
ney, and get into bank before three 
o’clock! What a number of pro- 
mifes you make, impoflible to be 
performed ! 

As the climax rifes, new -fhifts 
open to our view. ‘To over-draw is 
amoftcapacious one. It ftays, for 
a while, the impending torrent of 

diftrefs, Whata charming exercile 
for your dexterity, te keep your 
book out of the hands of the clerks, 
left they thould feize it, and expoie 
how frequently the balance is on the 
wrong fide ! 

When borrowing is at an end, 
and the clerks of the banks grow 
too wary to allow you to over-draw, 
a further advantage arties. You 
are introduced to the acquaintance 
of that very worthy and confcien- 
tious race of men, who feem born 
for the relief of perfons in diftrefs. 
I mean the friendly clafs of ufurers. 
You may, at firft hire money of 
them, at one per cent. a month; 
afterwards at two; and, as their 
charity grows with your diftrefs, it 
will probably rife to four or five, 
if your fufferings fhould be fo great 
as to excite an extraordinary degree 
of fympathy in their tender hearts. 

You wiil probably think that this 
is the we plus ultra ot the : advantages 
of this mode of doing bufinefs. So 
did I at firft. But [ foon difcover- 
ed my miltake. Rats, they fay, de- 
fert a finking fhip ‘They are warn- 

ed by the initiné betowed on them 


by mother Nature. ‘The ulures 
pollele 
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poffefs an initinct fimilar to this— | 
and generally fmell out a finking 
frm, from which they contrive to 
make an early efcape. ‘Then your 
acqu: uintance extends furthr. A 
worthy man, whom they call a no- 
tary public, kindly calls oa you, 
brightens Sup your. fetolledion of a 
note you forgot to pay at bank, — 
demands payment, which you are 
not able to make. This vilit, fixp- 
pofing you are poffeifed of any Seni 
fibility, dijplays your countenance 
to great advantage. The pleafing 
mixture of charming req with which 
it fuffufes. your cheeks, heightens 
your ni tural “beauties to the utmost 
degree. 


l have not noticed the amount 
of the interett you pay. Suppofing 
you to have the moderate fum of 
12,000 dollars of bank money in 
trade, you do not pay much more 
than 1,000 dollars a year.. This is 
amere bagatelle, t unWO1 tI ay of notice. 
Indeed, were it not for. fome fuch 
drain as this, it woufd be iMpo fie 
ble to find employment for the im- 
nenfe profits of trade at prefent. 


Another advantage which I paf- 
fed over, is, the improvement in 
politenefs and good behaviour, which 
you derive » from your cringing vifits 
to diretors atid prefidents of banks 
—your dancing attendance at their 
levees—your requeits, they will be 
fo kind as to pay attention, to your 
notes, &c. 


I might extend the enumeration 
much farther—but fhall conclude 
for the prefent with the obfervation, 
that the man who involves hmfelf 
by over-trading, has, in the fulleft 
fenfe of the words, *‘ taken up his 
erofs’’—a crofs which half a life may 
be too little to enable him to lay 
dov.

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AN ESSAY ON WAR. 

AMONG the many calamities 
which afflict the human race, no 
one is perhaps more diftrefling 
than war—it has ruined nations, 
and the individuals of focicty have 
often had ta lament the ferocious 
{pirit which diétates it. 

To enquire into its origin, its 
progrefs and fome of its confe- 
quences, may not be unintereiting 
and may perhaps, lead us to be 
cautious in draw ing fuch a calam- 
ity on ourfelves, or of infliCting it, 
even, on our enemies.—Before 
fociety was formed, and before 
laws reftrained the fierce and bar- 
barous fpirit of untutored man- 
kind, the difputes of individuals, 
were terminated as their will or as 
their firength dictated ; their ge- 

neral appeal was to battle, which 
upheld the profpects of gain, and 
the fweets of reyenge to the victor 
—from that felf love which dwells 
in every human breaft, each was 
led to prize his valour and appre- 
ciate his ftrength—each anticipa- 
ted the downfall of his opponent. 

‘Thefe ideas were communicated 
to nations, and the fame motives 
made fociety feek the deftruction 
of their neighbours—when they 
began to progrefs in civilization— 
when mankind began to know the 
value of property, altho’ law ; re{- 
trained the individuals of the fame 
fociety, from depriving each other 
of that which they had acauired 
by their induftry, they {till 
ceived that of a neighbor 
commu nity to be a proper tu 
for fuch excefles—But ince 
fiill greater than thote be 
aflume a place in the br 
tyrants, who under ther 
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virtue had ufurped the liberties of 
their fellow citizens, or from their 
fuccefs in war, were exalted above 
the common level of humanity— 
who had tafted- the fweets of do- 
minion, and wifhed to extend it— 
Here ambition opened a icene 
which was deftined to drench the 
habitation of mankind with blocd 
and ftrew it with flaughter. Suc- 
cefs in war was termed glory, and 
it became the paftime of kings ard 
ambitious ‘nations—their actions 
were handed down to pofterity 
with veneration—Succeeding ge- 
nerations dwelt on them with en- 


thufiafm, and ftrove to emulate | 


them.—Every pelpitation of the 
heart fanned the flame of revenge 
and the expiring ftruggleof nature 
uttered the mandate of the fire 
to his ofispring to perpetual car- 
nage and deftrudtion.*' Envy and 
hatred which always dwell in the 
breafts of tyrants made them feek 
the deftruétion of each other— 
treaties, pacific negociations, and 
friendly profeffions, were only pre- 
ludes cr preparatory fteps to war, 
and faith became a preftitute to 
policy, to fupport andcounrenance 
unjuft attacks: religion was brought 
in aid—Fanatici{m was introdu- 
ced—Perfecution was cftablithed 
and religion which was intended 
to footh "the cares of life and foft- 
en the fufferings of the miferable 
became a fource of calamity— 
mankind were taught to believe 
that their own happinefs wa3 pro- 
moted by the deftruétion of their 
fcllow creature—and thus while 


religion poifoned allthe fweets of | 


Life, war had nearly exterminated 
the human race. 

Tke unhappy land which pro= 
vokes its pi Its lufers all the mife- | 
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ries, that the mind can conceive. 
‘The hufband is torn from the bo- 
fom of his wife and obliged to 
view her fubjeéted to the ravifh- 
ments and brutal embraces of a 
conqueror—his daughters are 
proftiituted, his property plunder- 
ed, and his habitation’demolifhed, 
and while the blood of its citizens 
fertilizes the foil, rapine levels the 
fruits of it. | 
- War is never confitent with the 
happinefs of the people or the 
profperity of~ nations—even the 
victors are fufferers, the prize is 
ever adequate to the contention, 
the fpoil never repays the expence 
of the conteft, the nation is drained 
of its inhabitants, the treafury is 
exhaufted and the national debt 
increafed; oppreflive contributions

‘The van- 
guifhed. are hardly allowed to 
mourn their fall, when the victors

An Anecdote concerning the brother 
of the Einprefs Catharine, jecond 
wife of the Uzar Peter J. by a 
pevjon who was an eye-witne/s. 

From Voltaire’s hiftory of Ruffia. 


AN envoy from Auguftus king 
of Poland to Czar Peter, being 
on his return to Drefden, by the 
way of Courland, happened to 
fee a poor man, who feemed in 
great diltrefs, infulted by fome 
people at the inn where he ftop- 
ped; to whom the injured ftran- 
ger faid, that they would not 
treat him thus, if he could gain 
admifhion to the Czar, and that 
he had more powerful protectors 
at court than they might pefhibly 
imagine. On hearing this, the 
envoy had the curiofity to afk the 
man fome queftions; from the 
anfwers to which, and on confi- 
dering his features attentively, 
wherein he difcovered a refem- 
blance to the emprefs, he con- 
ceived this unfortunate perfon 
night be her relation. After his 
return to Drefden, therefore, he 
wrote an account of the adyven- 
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and his fufpicions, to a 
friend at Peterfbutg; who found 
means to get the letter fhewn to 
the Czar. On this, orders were 
immediately difpatched to prince 
Repnin, governor of Riga, to 
make fearch after the man defcrib- 
ed in the letter: which was ac- 
cordingly done by an intelligent 
perfon, fent by Prince Repnin to 
Mittau for that purpote. On ex- 
amination, he faid, his name was 
Charles Scavroniki; and that he 
was the fon of a gentleman of 
Lithuania, who died during the 
wars in Poland, and left two 
children, a boy and girl, in the 
cradle: that ucither of them had 
any other education, than could 
be had in that general ftate of 
defolation in which every thing 
was abandoned. Scavroniki pw- 
ted from his fifter in his infancy, 
knew nothing more of her, than 
fhe was taken prifoner at Marien- 
burg in 1704; and imagined fhe 
might be {till with prince Menzi- 
koff, with whom the might have 
made her fortune. Prince Rep- 
nin, purfuant to the orders of 
the Czar, caufed Scavrontki to 
be brought to Riga under pretence 
of his being a criminal; a kind 
of information was made out 
againft him and he was fent un- 
der a guard to Peterfburg, with 
orders that he fhould be well treat- 
ed during the journey.

tition to his majcity, and that he 
would himfelf take care he fhould 
have an opportunity of delivering 
ut. 4 =‘The next day the Czar came 
to dine with Shepleff, when Sca- 
vronfki was pre fented to him.— 
“he monarch afked him feveral 
qucilions; and was convinced by 
the imgeauoulnefs of his replies, 
that he was really the brother of 
the Czarina. Both had been in 
Livonia during their infancy ; 
and the anfwers made by Sca- 
vronfki to the queitions put to 
him by the Czar, were entirely 
conformable to what his wife had 


told him of her birth and misfor-

dine with Shepleif: where after 
dinner, he ordered the-fame per- 
fon to be brought before him, 
who was examined the day be- 
fore.

faid, “ Chis man is your bro- 
ther :” then, turning to the pri- 


foner, és Come, Charles, faid he, 
kifs the hand of the emprefs, and 
embrace your filter.” “Lhe author 
of this relation adds, that the em- 
preis fainted away at the furprife; 
and when fhe recovered herfelf, 
the Czar faid, “What is there 
ftranse in alj this? ‘This gentle- 
man is my brother-in-law: if he 
hath merit, we will do fomething 
fer him; if he has not, we wiii 
do nothing.’ far pro- 
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ceeds the manufcript from awhich 
Wir. Voltaire fays he hath taken 
the relation of this adventure.— 
He tells us, howe Vers from other 
information, that this gentleman 
was created acount; that he mar- 
ricd a young lady of. quality; 
and that he had two daughters, 
who were afterwards married to 
noblemen of the firft rank in 
Kuilta.

Peterfburgh, and foon after M. 
de Oris, minifter of his Catholic 
majelty, had long conferences on 
this fubjeét, the former with 
count Ofterman, and the latter 
with court Befborodko.—Not- 
withftanding all this, there did 
not exift the leaft circumftance 
which promifed an a¢tive co-ope- 
ration on the partof the emprefs, 
nor does it appear that the occu- 
pation of Poland could have pre- 
vented her from co-operation in 
fayor of the common caufe. 
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It was under this circumf{tance 
that the king, my mafter, no doubt 
from fear and apprehenfion of 
finifter confequences for his king- 
dom, refolved to nrake peace, 
convinced, that if he were leit 
without the affiitance inthe war, 
that fupport, which might be pro- 
mifed him for the attainment of 
peace, would prove {till lefs efh- 
cacious. This is the true fituation
